Japan's Treaty With Eng- 


land for Security. 


A BIG FLEET OF TRANSPORTS 


FOR CHINA. 


Prospect 
That 
Japan Will Defeat 


Chinese Forces, 


Sept. 17. — The 
rcvUod 


treaty between Japan ojid England was 
ratified at Tokio Aug. 20, For the flrst 
time the United. Stiuoe h.«-3 failed to ticke 
advantage of 
Japan's desire to treat 


primarily with the great ropnblic In an 
international tnmsactioii. 


Tho opinion expressed in Japan is that 


negotiations or. Wo-shin^tou might have 
been concluded long ago If tho state de- 
partment had been disposed to act upon 
Japanese proposals. As it is, Great Britain 
stands ahead ill the enactment of tho treaty 
which tho Asiatic empire ha.s been urgently 
striving for more than 20 years to secure. 


On the previous occasion the business 


was barely brought to a conclusion by 
Count Okuma, but at the last moment his 
plans wore defeated by tho violent public 
demonstrations in Japan against his 
method of adjusting the vexed question of 
the judiciary. It wets, therefore, thought 
expedient to keep theso latter negotiations 
strictly secret and to allow none of tho 
proposed coudltions to become a subject of 
popular discussion until tho affair vras ab- 
solutely terminated. 


'Twos a Surprise. 


The announcement first made by tho 


emperor was a surprise to every ono, 
though V!i(*ue rumors ol what was con- 
templated had circulated during the post 
few weoJts. The treaty confers no imme- 
diate advantages on Japan. At least flve 
ytvirs must elapse before it goes into oper- 
ation, ftnd it is for Japan to say whether 
or not the interval shall be longer, but 
until 18D9 everything must' remain as it 13 
now. 


Tho purpose of this delay is that Japan 


shall perfect her judicial system to an ex- 
tent 
wwrautiny 
tho 
abolishment of 


English la'.v courts. 
Tho existence of 


foreign tribunals is ono of Japan's chief 
grievances, and this, so far as Great 
Britain is concerned, will cevtac at the ap- 
pointed time. The other grievance—inter- 
ference with the tariff—will not be done 
awny with until 1010, when complete au- 
tonomy will be resumed by tlie simple 
process o£ tni'minnt-ins the treaty. 


But from 1809, or \vliatover date the Jap- 


anosu sign for the agreement to come in 
force, 11 years later, when it may be can- 
celled by either party, a partially new tariff 
will be adopted somewhat more favorable 
to Japan than which now regulates hor 
commerce, but not strikingly so. 


Two Privates Withheld. 


The position of Englishmen in Japan 


will be, in most respects, identical with 
Chose of native subjects. Only two priv- 
ileges will be withheld—the-riglit-of coast- 
wise tr.ido and tho right to own land. 
Buildings may bo owned, but land must 
be hold on leases. 


It is evident that in negotiating this 


treaty Japan has not consulted present 
gains so much as security for the future. 
Difficulties of tho existing system have 
grown to be Intolerable to hor and she 
would almost have consented to sacrifices 
for a time to be fissured of positive release 
at a designated period. Five years hence 
British extraterritorial jurisdiction will 
be abolished, and Japan expects the other 
powers will likewise close their consular 
courts. 
Sixteen years hence she hopes 


similarly to be rid of all commercial re- 
strictions. The burdens of the Interval 
arc not felt to be too heavy a price to pay 
for ultimate freedom.

TORONTO, Sept. 17.—The internacional 


Seep water ways convention, which opened 
here today promises to be the most im- 
portant gathorlng of the kind ever neld 
on this continent. Its effects are eipected 
by the promoters to bs far-reachins in the 
matter of the transport of freight from 
western states and the western Canadian 
provinces to the seaboard, andttslnntierica 
on the present channels of freight from 
the west to the ease may bo very im- 
portant.
